For  the  Year  1928. 


THE  supporters  of  the  Kingston  Victoria  Hospital  will 
be  interested  to  know  that  the  Patients  treated  during 
the  year  numbered  771,  showing  an  increase  of  174 
over  the  previous  year. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  statistics  given  on  pages  5  and  6. 

The  Committee  have  again  the  greatest  pleasure  in  express¬ 
ing  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Dental 
Staff  for  the  valuable  services  they  have  so  freely  given  to 
the  Patients  during  the  year.  452  Operations  alone  were 
performed,  this  indicating  a  large  amount  of  strenuous 
work  on  their  part  on  behalf  of  the  Patients  concerned,  who, 
of  course,  are  very  grateful. 

Special  thanks  must  be  given  to  the  Honorary  Consulting 
Surgeons,  who  not  only  give  such  devoted  service  to  the 
Hospital,  but,  in  addition,  come  down  from  London  at  any 
hour  when  they  are  urgently  required. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  the  appoint¬ 
ment,  on  the  strong  recommendation  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Board,  of  an  Honorary  Consulting  Physician  to  the 
Hospital,  viz.,  Dr.  E.  G.  B.  Calvert. 

The  ordinary  income  of  the  Hospital  has  unfortunately 
decreased  by  about  £100.  One  legacy  has  been  received, 
namely,  from  the  late  Mr.  T.  H.  Wiles,  of  Surbiton,  amounting 
to  £64  9s.  8d.  Last  year,  £700  was  received  in  legacies,  so 
that  the  extraordinary  income  is  very  much  less. 
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The  expenditure,  it  will  be  noted,  is  £56  more  than  that 
for  1927. 

During  the  year,  the  Committee  became  associated  with 
the  Hospital  Saving  Association,  and  have  dealt  with  many 
cases  to  the  satisfaction  and  mutual  advantage  of  all 
concerned. 

The  Committee  cordially  thank  the  supporters  of  the 
Hospital  for  their  generous  assistance  during  the  year,  and 
earnestly  appeal  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  yearly 
subscribers,  as  additional  financial  assistance  is  now  very 
desirable. 

The  Committee  again  have  pleasure  in  expressing  their 
entire  satisfaction  with  the  work  done  by  the  Staff,  under  the 
direction  of  the  very  able  Matron,  Miss  Jeffery. 

The  welcome  gifts  of  eggs,  flowers,  fruit,  etc.,  received  from 
the  many  kind  friends  of  the  Hospital,  are  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledged  and  very  much  appreciated. 

The  Clergy  of  all  denominations  who,  with  their  choirs, 
have  made  such  a  welcome  addition  to  the  Sunday  afternoon 
Services,  are  very  cordially  thanked. 

The  “  Imps  ”  Concert  Party  of  the  Junior  Imperial 
League,  at  the  instigation  of  Mr.  John  W.  Spink,  kindly 
gave  a  Christmas  Concert  to  the  Patients  (such  usually 
being  given  by  Mrs.  Matthews,  but  unfortunately  this  year 
prevented  by  illness),  and  their  efforts  were  very  much 
appreciated. 

The  Proprietors  and  Editor  of  the  “  Surrey  Comet  ’  are 
also  warmly  thanked  for  the  valuable  space  that  has  so 
willingly  been  given  during  the  year  for  announcements 
concerning  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  would  much  appreciate  the  attendance  of 
Subscribers  and  others  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  to  be  held  at 
the  Town  Hall  on  18th  March,  at  7  p.m.,  at  which  more 
detailed  information  is  given  than  it  is  possible  to  record  in 
these  pages.
